The dis­

COMMUNISTIC LEGISLATION. 


As indicative of the sp irit moving in 
seme quarters, it is to be noted th a t re­ 
cently, in New Y ork city, an A lderm an, 
and a Dem ocratic one, introduced an or 
dinanee, which is said to actually have 
some support, requiring all companies ow n­ 
ing w harves to m ake th e roofs over the 
same fiat, to guard them w ith m arginal 
rails and to floor them , th a t they m ay he 
used by th e poor as places for prom enading, 
and to w hich they m ay resort to enjoy tho 
sea-breeze in the hot sum m er m onths. T hat 
a great city like N ew Y ork should provide 
ample pro nena lea and breathing places for 
the people, no m atter w hat th eir w orldly 
condition, is u n d en iab le; b u t New Y ork 
has no right to reqaire any one class to 
foot the bill of cost. 
The proposed or­ 
dinance is a b it of Black H and, comm unis­ 
tic and tyrannous regulative legislation th a t 
is the natural child of the infam ous teach­ 
ings of the past few years. 
I t is another 
m anifestation of w hat some Legislatures in 
this country have done aud are doing u n ­ 
der the dangerous and wicked teaching th a t 
m en have no right of control over th eir own 
property. 
T here is no pretense, in this 
case of th e Now Y ork w harves, th a t the 
owners have failed to discharge any and 
all obligations to th e m unicipality, or th a t 
tho title to occupancy is conditioned, a t 
th e discretion of the city, to impose such 
burdens as are suggested. 
The proposition 
is sim ply to compel private companies to 
supply N ew Y ork city w ith som ething it 
needs, and to punish for th a refusal. 
Of 
course the rights of the w harf companies 
will be protected by th e C ourts if th e per­ 
nicious m easure passes, which is not prob­ 
able. 
B ut th e fact th a t such an ordinance 
should be proposed is a suggestive com­ 
m entary in itself, and gives point to the 
charge m ade by Professor W inchell, th a t 
the ends and m eans of 
civilization are 
above th e com prehension of those who are 
allowed to determ ine A m erican destiny, 
and th a t the country, as is paiDÍnlIy visi­ 
ble, is fallm g under th e control of incom- 
pstency. 


TBS SUM OF THE DEFENSE. 


Presently the star route case w ill go to 
the jury. 
The occasion gives opportunity 
to look back upon the defenee made. 
Re* 
ducsd to its true value it was but denial— 
only that. This is a characteristic of nearly 
all criminal pleas— justification is the ex­ 
ception. 
Five of the defendants have de­ 
nied flatly and ful’y all the details of all 
the charges. 
These were followed np by 
attempted explanations of sach of the 
methods of the contractors as were admit­ 
ted. 
Brady claimed that his expedition of 
routes was in the interest cf new sections 
of the country demanding development; 
Dorsey explained that he was forced to 
take routes to save himself from loss and 
secare advances made to original contrac­ 
tors, and therefore no wrong-doing had 
origin with him, and hence the necessary 
element of intent was wanting. 
Three 
others made like explanations, and inter­ 
jected sneers of Rerdell the “ informer.” 
And there is the whole of the labored de­ 
fense of the entire batch. 


Cuts A and France are upon the edge of a qturrel 
which, on the part of the latter, is a hit of folly. 
By the treaty of March 15,1874, France gained 
practlci! control of Tonquin. This latter is the 
property of Auaam, aud China is disposed to resent 
French domination there. France proposes to die- 
pu’e the interference of China, and to hold Annam 
to its contiact in order to secure the trade of Ton­ 
quin. 
A war will not encourage trade. France can, 
however, retain the tr.de and avoid war by assent­ 
ing to a new treaty, bat she is belligerent and not 
disposed to compromise where she may. 


Eiirsaoa William recently sent to the legislative 
bodies of Germany two messages in quick succes­ 
sion, urging the relief of the poor of the Em Dire. 
One of these was embodied in the address from the 
throne. This was an innovation, and a remarkable 
one. It shows that the sagacious old ruler has 
realized the only way to eliminate discontent that 
arises from unavoidable distress is to relieve tbe 
latter. A loot is better than a bayonet. 


Mains has a new divorce law. Under its provisions 
s decree ol divorce cannot be effective for any pur- 
_pose, except to secure alimony, for six months after 
it is granted, and the guilty party cannot marry 
within two years thereafter, and not then without 
permission of the Court granting the decree. A 
rigid law, but a needed one. 


A bill has been introduced in'o the English Par­ 
liament to limit the heretofore uncircumscribed 
power of English Courts to punish for contempt. 
However, the right of a Court of Chancery over 
wards in mairiage is ib t to be infringed. 


Tn. prerequisite to Democratic success is a 
guarantee of the perquisite.

“ SPOOK ” IN 
YOLO. 


Tho Woodland Democrat saya that a 
veritable ghost is now attracting the at­ 
tention of the Yoloitea. 
According to that 
paper, the scene of the ghostly visits ia on 
the old Todd place, about live milea south­ 
west of Woodland, now owned by Mr. 
Kincheloe, and rented by J. Q. A. Clark, 
the proprietor of the Woodland W inery. 
There ia a largo vineyard on tho place, 
and a small, low one-story house, close to 
the road, is the place where his ghoatship 
is said to play his pranks. 
V. F. Hop­ 
kins, who has been employed on the place 
for some time, says that there ia no ques­ 
tion but there are sounds of a very mys­ 
terious character heard by the inmates of 
the house every night, and that althoHgh 
every effort has been made to fathom the 
mystery, it has thus far 
remained as 
greatly in the dark as when first noticed. 
Several weeks ago the men in the house 
were awakened in the night by a lend and 
distinct groaning, which eeemed to como 
from outside the bouse, in the direction of 
the weil. 
Tiie groans were very loud, and 
the men arose and went out in the yard 
to reconnoiter, thinking that perhaps a 
tramp had wandered tbat way and fell 
in the well, which is large and open. 
A 
lighted 
lantern was 
procured and let 
down into the weil by meanB of a rope, 
but nothing could be seen, although the 
groaning ceased. 
This groaning is not a 
usual occurrence, but only happens semi- 
occasionally, say two or three times dur­ 
ing a month. 
On every night in the 
week, however, can be heard a noise tbat 
sounds something like that produced by 
striking a tin pan, only it is a sharper 
and clearer sound. 
Sometimes, however, 
the ghost walks 
about, and 
although 
nothing can be seen the footsteps can be 
distinctly heard as it strides with majestic 
tread around the rooms. 
Mr. Hopkins 
says that he heard it walk oue night about 
10 o’clock, and tbat it seemed to come in 
through the door, although that entrance 
was closed and locked. 
M r. H . states 
that he was not excited in tba least, but 
sat up in bed and listened to the sound. 
The moon was shining through the window, 
makiDg the room very light. 
He could see 
nothing, but the sound as of one walking 
was very distinct, and it seemed to pass 
directly by tbe bed occupied by Mr. Hop­ 
kins, and then after walking around the 
room passed out the same door by which it 
entered. 
The men who work on the ranch 
all corroborate Mr. Hopkins in his state­ 
ments, and say that although they are not 
believers in ghosts, yet these manifestations 
are very peculiar, and sometimes keep 
them awake during the whole night. They 
at first thought the noises might be pro­ 
duced by cats under tbe house, and follow­ 
ing this idea tore up tbe floor and moved 
everything movable, to find the source of 
the noises, but to no effect. Several of the 
citizens of Woodland are talking of going 
out to the house to stay all night and cap­ 
ture the tpcok if possible, or else solve the 
mystery.

Cediinal Cases.—Yesterday morning, in 
the Superior Court, the jury in the burglary 
casa of The People va. W e. Avery, after 
being locked up ail night came into Court 
and announced that they could r.ot agree. It 
is tir.derst; od that they stood nine for con­ 
viction an v ! h-ee for acquittal. They were 
discharged by Judge Armstrong, and the 
prisoner m s remanded to the custody of the 
Sheriff. The*. 11 A'.ver, who was accused ot 
being a partner of Avery in the copper 
etc al at the State Capitol, catne into Court 
and pleaded guilty. He waived time 
and was eenienced to one years' im­ 
prisonment in the iYiisom State Prison. 
I’ha remainder of the day in Department Two 
of the Superior Court was occupied in trying 
Maud Whitney for grand larceny, alleged to 
have been committed some six weeks ago, 
wfaea aa old mau named Jacob Tompkins 
claims to have been relieved of §95. The 
triai will be resumed this morning. There 
are three more criminal cases to be tried at 
this session of the Superior Court—a man 
named Sullivan, charged with burglary ; P. 
X. Stccber, charged with assault with iutent 
to commit murder, and Le J une for receiving 
stolen goods.

Further Expert Testimony Taken—Many 
Theories advanced—The Verdict. 
The inquiry into the cause of the disaster 
of last Friday mcrniDg was resumed last 
evening by the Coroner. 
A largo num­ 
ber cf witaeeses were examined, many of 
them beirg experts who bave examined the 
Grand Army Hall building. One witness 
advanced the theory that steam generated by 
the firs below had caused an expansion iu 
the hail; but it seems very improbable that 
this could have been the cause of the wall 
foiling, for the room was not close, and there 
were some broken windows in the room 
through which any small quantity of 
slehin could have escaped. Another wit­ 
ness gave a theory of an explosion 
of gases generated from below by the com­ 
bustion of gre&sa and other things in the 
kitch’en. Theories are all the rage, and each 
individual has one of his own, but no one of 
them is tenable. I; has teen suggested that 
when the debris is removed from ihe saloon 
building that evileuw wlil be fnnni that 
dynamite was under tha foundation. With 
all the theories that have been advanced 
there appears to te no reason for the wall 
falling excoptiog that it was an unsafe wall, 
and ehould uot have been permitted te have 
ever been erected. A synopsis of the evi­ 
dence is given. 
F. F. Tebbets ?w m : Wes on J street, 
in what is known *s the Heilbroa building, 
wbeu the n o cf Friday morning commenced ; 
heard the fire alarm, -vent out on the awning 
and saw the fire ; nil at once I saw a sheet of 
fire shoot into the air at least twenty feet, 
and said: ‘‘Teat was an explosion.” Ic 
was my opinion that it was an explosion ; it. 
was a dead report, and may have been the 
falling of the bricks on the roof; did not say 
the wall fail; there was a doubly report; 
they were in alnu.st the same in taut; they 
both sounded alike. 
George Uhl, of Sau Francisco, sworn: 
Caine up on tho 19 .h on the train ; took a 
room at the Fifth Avenue House, on Fifih 
street, and in’the third story; I heard the 
alarm of fire, and looking out saw a fire in 
the kitchen of the Campi Restaurant; sonic 
men eoau came with a Bibcock extinguisher; 
in ab.ut ten minutes the stream of the de­ 
partment was put on to the firs; it was 
nfBonüght, and I saw what seemed to be a 
scaotliag fall from the building; sow a tire 
come up like a flash, and it was fol­ 
lowed by a crs.3h; think now that it was 
the_ wall, and not a scantling I saw 
falling; 
could only see 
the 
north­ 
west comer of tho building; there was no 
noise until after I saw this scantling or wall 
moving ; could see the windows in the north 
wall, but saw nqjight in them ; Btaye.i at the 
window cons'an tiy, watching the fire until 
after the crash ; there were two reports 
following the flash ; the iir.it report was the 
loudest; there was a crackling noise with the 
first report; there was no lire in tha second 
story at all; there was considerable fire in 
the kitchen ; the Hash of fire came out of the 
corner of the building; it was like a flash of 
"ghtnlng. 
J. M. Stephenson, of Franklin, this county, 
sworn : Was here on the night of the 19th ; 
was in the Capital Hotel when the alarm 
sounded ; went down to Paine’s stable ; had 
been standing but a moment when I heard a 
report which I took for an explosion ; did not 
see the wail fall; there were two distinct 
sounds; saw no light; could see the front 
windows of the hall, but there was no light 
in them ; saw no flash ; do not think the first 
report wa3 caused by tho wail striking on the 
roof.James McNulty, sworn: On the night of 
the l'Jcb, when the fire alarm sounded, I was 
on Fourth and J streetB ; ran with tho engine 
to the fire ; ran into Saenger Halie saloon ; 
passed through to the rear porch ; saw one 
fireman trying to help another up with a 
Babcock extinguisher ; I helped them with it; 
they could get up to the fire ; some one broke 
a glass inside ; heard soma words about it; 
saw a hose come in from the alley ; tiied to 
get out to keep frsm getting wet; got about 
fifteen feet when the plastering fell, then I 
knew nothing more : was hurt in the head 
and leg ; laid there perhaps twelve or fifteen 
minutes; some man helped me cut; followed 
him out under the floor, crawling on my 
hands and knees ; wes near the east side of 
the building ; there were several persons near 
m e; think there were forty men in the sa­ 
loon when the building fe’t; heard no report 
under the floor of the saloon ; felt the floor 
giving away before I was struck. 
Richard Singleton, sworn : When the alarm 
of fire sounded I was in bed ; got up and 
went into the saloon : the first intimation I 
had of the crash was when something struck 
me on the head ; did not know the fl or had 
fallen until I got out; heard no report of any 
kind ; was standing four or five feet from the 
east wall. 
P. A. Miller, sworn : Have mace an exam­ 
ination of the buildings injured by the disas­ 
ter on the night of tha 19th ; it cppsared 
like a steam exploBioD, and thiak it wss; 
think the hot air and gas had gathered in the 
hall, and when the water was put on under 
it made 6team ; there fceiDg no vent, it ex­ 
panded and threw the wall out; had it been 
powder, there would have been some fire, 
which there was not, excepting where the 
fire burned throughjthe fl 'or ; the windows 
on the north end of the buiidirg 
were sash-work, and the upper part is 
broken, which is evidence cf an explosion ; 
had it been a fire explosion it would have set 
fire to the place ; when water comes in con­ 
tact with hot air it creates much steam ; it is 
satisfactory to my mind that it was aa ex­ 
pansion ; the roof was lifted up; have no 
other theory that will account for the ex­ 
plosion. [The examination of tiie witness by 
the District Attorney showed many weak 
points in tha theory of a steam explosion.] 
Toe mirtar in the wail was of s. fair quality ; 
when the second-story wall was built the 
mortar oa the t ip of the tirst-story wail was 
uot cleaned off as it should have been; the 
floor in the ha'l has settled three or four 
inches; tha northsnd wall of the first sto.y 
of 
the 
hall 
is but eight inches, 
while the second story ¡3 twelve inches; 
the saloon bedding was well constructed, sn-i 
evidently with the iutention of building a 
second story ; the ceiling joists extended four 
inches into each wall; the saloon building 
was built first, and the buildings on each side 
were constructed afterward ; there were 
anchors in the saloon building ; Army Hall 
has no independent side walls, excepting the 
western portion of the second story. 
Con. Sullivan, Chief of the Fire Depart­ 
ment, sworn : The alarm on the night cf the 
19 ;h was sounded about ten minutes after 12 
o’clock ; was at the fire in two or three min­ 
utes afterwards; some water was thrown into 
the second story by the hose after the wall 
fell; was not in the hall until sfter the wall 
fell; was in the door of the saloon when the 
building fell; heard no explosion ; had the 
water cn (he fire two or three minutes before 
the wall fell; theie is no evidence of an ex­ 
plosion anywhere ; did not notice a smell of 
gas in the hall ; under the stsge there was a 
little fire which had burned np through the 
floor from the restaurant kitchen below. 
John Givens sworn : About fourteen years 
ago the upper story of Grand Army Hall was 
put on ; it was before a one-story building ; 
I worked on the roof at that time, and worked 
on it afterward for Harris; it was then 
called the Red Men’s Hah ; 1 put on a felt- 
roof first; the material comes in heavy rclls; 
Harris came up and told me to “ go slow” 
on the roof for he did not consider the wall 
very safe ; this was immediately after the 
wall was built. 
J. C. Rodgers sworn : Am a river man, 
snag-pnller and grair.-hiubr ; examined the 
walls end debris cf the fallen buildings on 
K street, near Firth: found no signs of 
powder ; my opinion is that the kitchen and 
stove was very dirty and greasy, and the 
fire created a great deal of gas and smoke; 
tie range is about three by six feet in size. 
Tbe witness explained to come length that 
he believed the gases and smoke found their 
way into the hail through a flue, and caused 
an explosion in tha hall. There was no 
doubt, iu the witness’ mind, but that was 
the cause of the disaster. 
N. L. Drew sworn : Was standing in front 
of the Fostoflioe, in company with others, 
when the accident of Friday morning oc­ 
curred. We heard a noise, and one cf the 
men said it was an explosion ; ten or twelve 
seconds after hearing the first noise the crash 
came. H ave examined the G. A. R. build­ 
ing since ; tha west wall appeared to have 
been built high enough to receive the roof; 
the end walls had been run up just between 
tie 
side 
wall?, 
without 
being 
se­ 
cured in any shape or form, and 
I claim tbe building was not bailt safe ; 
tbe wall wonld stand a long time with noth­ 
ing to throw it down, although there was 
nothing to hold it up but the weight of the 
roof; the joists could not have been in the 
shape they are without something falling on 
them in a slanting manner; we thought, 
when tbe explosion was heard, that one of 
the fire engines had exploded ; the weight of 
the roof on the wall is the only thing which 
has held the wall as long as it has stood ; an 
explosion on tbe inside wonld have lifted the 
roof and thrown the wall out at the same 
time ; the rcof timb ers of the saloon building 
were anchored to each wall ; bave followed 
building for fifty years; have torn down 
many brick walls ; it the bricks are wet and 
tbe mortar good it requires a great force to 
throw one down ; the indications now are 
that the west wall of the hall was not P'°?- 
erly built; the report we beard at the Post- 
(flics was rather o’ull, and sounded like a 
mi ffl sd drum. 
E. 
W. Woodward recalled: Mr. Miller 
made the statement that the walls were eight 
inches on tbe ground iu the north end and 
twelvs inches on the Fescnd story, but I ex­ 
amined it te-day and found that the walls 
were eight ii ches throughout: the front and 
rear walls cf lbs G. A, R. H ill carried no 


weight of tbe building; there are six an­ 
chors to the roof on the nortb-end wall; tbe 
west wall, when torn out to the place where 
tbe joists of tea saloon building were in­ 
serted, is substantial entugh to erect a su­ 
pers tr.icture. 
After a long discussion of the matter among 
the jurors the following verdict was prepared 
and signed: 
, 
Sacramesto, April 21,18S3. 
We, the undersigned jurors, drawn by the Coro­ 
ner of Sacramento county to inquire into the identi- 
iy and cause of death of the p-.rsans whose bodies 
were removed on April 20. 183S, from a cert,in 
wrecked building located at 507 K street, Sacramen­ 
to city, California, find the names, ages and places 
of nativity as nearly as we have been able to ascer. 
tain, to be as follows: Thomas P. Breisford, a na­ 
tive of Philadelphia, aged 65 years; John Charles 
itademacber, a native of Prussia, aged 59 years, 2 
months and 7 days ; Lawrence Miller, a native of 
Ohio, aged 24 years; Henry Uopfe, a native 
of 
Germany, aged 
43 
years 
and 
11 
months; John Hitzenherger, a native of Austria, 
aged 27 years; Henry F. Schwiitztr, a native of 
Michigan, aged 24 years and 7 days. We find that 
they and each of them cuno to their death by in­ 
juries received and wounds and bruises inflicted by 
.the falling of the west wall of tbs upper story of 
the Grand Army Hall building, situated at Nos. 599, 
511 and 513 K street, Sacramento City, Cal., at 
aboat 15 mi utes after 12 o’clock, midnight, of the 
morning cf tbe 20th of April, 1881; that raid wall 
fell to the westward, and upon tbe roof of tbe one- 
story building si' cated at 507 K street, known us 
“ Saeuger Halie ” Saloon, breaking down ihe ro:.f 
and the wails thereof, and its fall resulted in the 
death cf the persons named. We arc nnable to de 
termine from the evidence tbe cause of the falling 
Of the wail mentioned, but in our opinion it re­ 
sulted from explosive fo-ees cf some kind to us un­ 
known, caused by the fire in the lower story of the 
building that night, but uot of such a character as 
to have caused the falling of the wall had it 
been proptrly constructed. We further find that 
the unsafety and faulty construction of the build­ 
ing was known to its constructor. 
We further fil'd that the building known as Grand 
Army Hal! is not a sate building, nor ever was, for 
the purpost tor which it was intended to .be used, 
and for which it has been used. 
We find that the west wail of the upper story of 
the Grand Aimv Hall building was so defectively 
constructed as to be entirely insecure, especially in 
a building iutended to bo used for a pubhc hall, in 
which large numbers cf persons congregated; that 
it was too thin ; that the appearance of the debris 
indicated that it was constructed with unwettcd 
bricks, to which the mortar would not adhere ; that 
the wall was not anchored os it should have been; 
that while we are not able to determine what caured 
the wall to fall, we are satisfied from the evidence 
that whatever the cause was, it was not such that 
would have injuriously affected the wail had it been 
constructed with any regaid to security. 
We further fiud that the uorthjand south walls of 
tbe Grand Army Hall building are only — inches 
thick r,m the ground up; ami are unsafe and en­ 
tirely insecure for any two story building, and espe­ 
cially one m ed for a public hail, aud that iu recon­ 
structing the walls should be made thicker, and they 
should be built with greater regard for permanency 
and security. 
We further find that the Hsenger Halle building 
was well constructed, and that it was in ali respects 
a safe building by itself. 
We arc of opinion that there are many brick 
buildings ill this city that should ha inspected by 
competent experts, with a view of determining as 
to their safety under the contingencies of tire, etc., 
which are momentarily liable to happen; and we 
recommend that all brick buildings hereafter con­ 
structed in the city he inspected by competent ex­ 
perts while in course cf construction, and that the 
owners be required to in all respects construct such 
buildings with a view to security and permanency.
